Before  joining  ADL  in  1972  as  a  member 
of  its  Research  and  Evaluation 
Department,  he  was  a  research 
associate  at  City  University  and  an 
administrator  of  college  testing  pro¬ 
grams  at  New  York  University. 
Since  1972,  he  has  risen  through 
ADL’s  ranks  from  assistant  director 
of  the  Middle  Eastern  Affairs 
Department  in  1977,  to  director  of 
the  International  Affairs  Division  in 
1990,  to  his  most  recent  appointment  in  1994 
as  its  assistant  national  director. 

He  was  a  recipient  of  the  1983  Milton  A. 
Senn  Award  for  Professional  Excellence,  is 
the  author  of  numerous  publications  about 
the  Middle  East  and  has  had  articles  appear  in 
The  Washington  Post ,  The  New  York  Times,

“I  know  that  too  many  times  in  the  life  of 
this  country  you  were  called  upon  to  comfort 
and  console  the  mothers  and  fathers,  the  hus¬ 
bands  and  the  wives,  the  sons  and  the  daugh¬ 
ters  who  lost  their  loved  ones  to  violence  and 
vengeance.  You  gave  them  strength.  Now,  we 
here,  and  millions  of  people  all  over  the 
world  in  all  humility  and  honor  offer  you  our

strength.” 

“Yitzhak  Rabin  lived  the  history  of  Israel. 
Through  every  trial  and  triumph-the  struggle 
for  independence,  the  wars  for  survival,  the 
pursuit  of  peace  and  all  he  served  on  the 
front  lines-this  son  of  David  and  of  Solomon 
took  up  arms  to  defend  Israel’s  freedom  and 
laid  down  his  life  to  secure  Israel’s  future.” 

“He  was  a  man  completely  without  pre¬ 
tense,  as  all  his  friends  knew.” 

“To  him,  ceremonies  and  words  were 
less  important  than  actions  and  deeds.  Six 
weeks  ago,  as  the  King  and  President 
Mubarak  will  remember,  we  were  at  the 
White  House  signing  for  the  Israeli- 
Palestinian  agreement.  A  lot  of  people  spoke. 

I  spoke.  The  King  spoke.  Chairman  Arafat 
spoke.  President  Mubarak  spoke.  Our  foreign 
ministers  spoke.  And  finally,  Prime  Minister 
Rabin  got  up  to  speak,  and  he  said,  ‘First  the 
good  news.  I  am  the  last  speaker.’” 

“But  he  also  understood  the  power  of 
words  and  symbolism.  ‘Take  a  look  at  the 
stage,’  he  said  in  Washington,  ‘the  King  of 
Jordan,  the  President  of  Egypt,  Chairman 
Arafat,  and  us,  the  Prime  Minister  and  Foreign 
Minister  of  Israel  on  one  platform.  Please  take 
a  good  hard  look.  The  sight  you  see  before 
you  was  impossible,  unthinkable  just  three 
years  ago.  Only  poets  dreamed  of  it.  And  to 
our  great  pain,  soldiers  and  civilians  went  to 
their  deaths  to  make  this  moment  possible.’” 

“Those  were  his  words.” 

“Today,  my  fellow  citizens  of  the  world,  I 
ask  all  of  you  to  take  a  good  hard  look  at  this 
picture.  Look  at  the  leaders  from  all  over  the 
Middle  East  and  around  the  world  who  have 
journeyed  here  for  Yitzhak  Rabin  and  for 
peace.  Though  we  no  longer  hear  his  deep, 
booming  voice,  it  is  he  who  brought  us  togeth¬ 
er  again  here  in  word  and  deed  for  peace...” 

“Now  it  falls  to  all  of  us  who  love  peace

and  who  loved  him  to  carry  on  the  struggle  to 
which  he  gave  life  and  for  which  he  gave  his 
life.  He  cleared  the  path,  and  his  spirit  contin¬ 
ues  to  light  the  way.  His  spirit  lives  on  in  the 
growing  peace  between  Israel  and  her  neigh¬ 
bors.  It  lives  in  the  eyes  of  the  children — the 
Jewish  and  Arab  children  who  are  leaving 
behind  a  past  of  fear  for  a  future  of  hope.  It 
lives  on  in  the  promise  of  true  security.” 

“So,  let  me  say  to  the  people  of  Israel, 
even  in  your  hour  of  darkness,  his  spirit  lives 
on,  so,  you  must  not  lose  your  spirit.  Look  at 
what  you  have  accomplished — making  a 
once  barren  desert  bloom,  building  a  thriving 
democracy  in  a  hostile  terrain,  winning  bat¬ 
tles  and  wars,  and  now,  winning  the  peace, 
which  is  the  only  enduring  victory.” 

“Your  Prime  Minister  was  a  martyr  for 
peace,  he  was  victim  of  hate.  Surely  we  must 
learn  from  his  martyrdom  that  if  people  can¬ 
not  let  go  of  the  hatred  of  their  enemies,  they 
risk  sowing  the  seeds  of  hatred  among  them¬ 
selves.  I  ask  you,  the  people  of  Israel,  on 
behalf  of  my  nation  that  knows  its  own  long 
litany  of  loss,  from  Abraham  Lincoln  to 
President  Kennedy,  to  Martin  Luther  King,  do 
not  let  that  happen  to  you.” 

“In  the  Knesset,  in  your  homes,  in  your 
places  of  worship,  stay  the  righteous  course.” 

“As  Moses  said  to  the  Children  of  Israel 
when  he  knew  he  would  not  cross  over  into 
the  promised  land,  ‘Be  strong  and  of  good 
courage.  Fear  not,  for  God  will  go  with  you. 
He  will  not  fail  you.  He  will  not  forsake  you.”’

he  chancellor  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  archbishop  of  New 
York’s  Catholic  Church  spoke  to  a 
packed  house  at  the  third  annual  Nostra 
Aetate  (“In  Our  Time”)  Dialogue.  Sponsored 
by  Fordham  University,  the  event  is  named  in 
honor  of  the  declaration  of  the  Second 
Vatican  Council  that  put  relations  between 
the  Catholic  Church  and  non-Christian  reli¬ 
gions  on  an  entirely  new  footing.  Both 
Chancellor  Ismar  Schorsch  and  John  Cardinal 
O’Connor  spoke  movingly  about  Jewish- 
Catholic  relations,  how  they  have  evolved  in 
the  wake  of  Vatican  II,  the  Vatican’s  recogni¬ 
tion  of  Israel  in  1993  and  what  the  new  mil¬ 
lennium  might  bring.

CD  Liturgical  Collection 
Named  for  Nathan  B.  Kogan 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  has  announced 
the  launching  of  a  major  new  musical 
project  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
the  establishment  of  the  “Nathan  B.  Kogan 
Library  of  Jewish  Liturgical  Classics.”  This 
library  will  consist  of  a  series  of  compact 
discs  (CD’s)  containing  recordings  of  out¬ 
standing  musical  services  presented  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  over  the  years.  The 
recordings  will  be  produced  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  will  meet  the 
highest  audio  standards. 

The  “Nathan  B.  Kogan  Library  of  Jewish 
Liturgical  Classics”  is  a  fitting  memorial  to  one 
who  was  devoted  to  Conservative  Judaism,  to 
fine  music  and  to  the  perpetuation  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  liturgical  heritage.

Passover  Dietary  Laws 
Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crack¬ 
ers.  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from 
grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the 
following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  com,  millet,  legumes  (beans. 


peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic 
authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form 
other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  com  sweeteners,  com  oil,  soy 
oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above. 
Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural 
coffee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural 
spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled), 
frozen  (uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter, 
cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen 
(uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzoh, 
cakes,  matzoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products  containing 
matzoh),  wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  fla¬ 
vored  milk,  ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled): 
milk,  butter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea, 
and  fish,  as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid 
detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sus¬ 
taining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils 
are  used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil 
by  the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore, 
utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broil¬ 
ing  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food 
are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But 
fine  translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year 
may  be  used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must 
first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as 
possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling 
water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The 
utensils  should  not  be  used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between 
the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils 
cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range 
should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil

setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned 
and  then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning 
ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  ovens. 
Microwave  ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat, 
should  be  cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it. 
Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A 
microwave  oven  that  has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering 
drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three 
days,  changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion 
requires  only  a  thorough  scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through 
a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24 
hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 


F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with 
hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if 
metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  remov¬ 
able,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should 
he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough 
cleaning,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should 
be  clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in 
a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

L  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots 
and  hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separat¬ 
ed,  locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.

Is  Music  Traditional  for  Jewish  Prayer? 


A  number  of  my  long-time  friends  in  our 
congregation  have  suggested  that  I 
write  a  monthly  column  to  share 
knowledge  on  issues  of  synagogue  music  that 
concern  us  today.  This  month,  I’d  like  to 
address  the  issue  of  organ  and  instrumental 
music  in  a  traditional  service. 

Frequently,  I  am  questioned  by  people 
who  are  relatively  new  to  Jewish  observance 
and  participation,  and  who  sincerely  believe 
that  music  itself,  aside  from  some  familiar 
melodies,  is  really  not  traditional  or  proper, 
or  that  it  is,  in  fact,  church-inspired  and, 
therefore,  not  appropriate. 

Firstly,  let  me  point  out  that  observance 
of  all  authentic  tradition,  including  that  relat¬ 
ed  to  prayer  and  music  is  exceedingly  impor¬ 
tant  to  me;  and,  indeed,  if  organ  music  did 
not  have  significant  traditional  precedent  in 
Jewish  worship,  I  certainly  would  not  be  offi¬ 
ciating  with  it!  Secondly,  the  use  of  the  organ 
in  a  large  percentage  of  major  synagogues  of 
the  Conservative  movement  throughout  the 
world  has  been  traditional  since  the  inception 
of  our  movement  more  than  a  century  ago.  In 
fact,  a  great  many  European  synagogues  lean¬ 
ing  more  toward  Orthodoxy  (with  separate 
seating  for  men  and  women)  have  always 
used  the  organ  in  services.  Thirdly,  and  most 
important,  music  with  instruments,  used  in 
prayer  and  worship,  is  one  of  the  most  tradi¬ 


tional  and  ancient  elements  in  Judaism,  dat¬ 
ing  back  to  the  Bible  and  the  earliest  worship 
in  the  Temple.  We  Jews  probably  created 
worshipping  with  music.  We  gave  this  con¬ 
cept  to  the  world!  The  Bible  gives  detailed 
requirements  for  thorough  musical  training  of 
the  Levites  for  their  performance  of  music  in 
the  Temple.  The  book  of  Psalms  is  full  of 
details  of  all  the  orchestral  instruments  used, 
and  the  Talmud  describes  the  magrepba,  a 
mighty  organ  which  was  the  most  powerful 
of  all  instruments  in  the  Temple.  Instruments 
and  elaborate  singing  were  especially  promi¬ 
nent  on  auspicious  occasions,  including 
Shabbat,  Festivals  and  even  Yom  Kippur! 

With  the  destruction  of  the  First  Temple 
in  586  B.C.E.,  we  see  in  Psalms  “How  can  we 
sing  the  Lord’s  song  in  a  foreign  land?”  —  and 
so,  we  “hung  up  our  harps.”  When  the 
Temple  was  rebuilt,  music  returned.  With  the 
destruction  of  the  Second  Temple  in  70  C.E, 
all  music  was  banned  by  the  rabbis  as  a  sign 
of  mourning,  and  quite  understandably  so.  In 
practice,  however,  it  was  impossible  to  pro¬ 
hibit  the  Jewish  people  from  making  music. 
Singing  returned  gradually  to  the  synagogue 
and  happy  occasions  such  as  weddings 
became  highlighted  with  the  lifting  of  the  ban 
on  musical  instruments.  Singing  became 
prominent  in  the  synagogue  in  the  Middle 
Ages,  primarily  through  the  flourishing  of 


poetic  liturgical  hymns  ( piyyutim ),  and 
throughout  these  two  thousand  years,  haz- 
zanim  with  increasingly  more  sophisticated 
choirs  ( meshor’rim )  brought  meaning  to  the 
prayers  through  music.  In  the  sixteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  organs  were  reintroduced  into  Jewish 
prayer  and  were  used  in  some  prominent 
synagogues  for  the  first  part  of  Friday  evening 
services  ( Kabbalat  Shabbat ).  With  the  liberal 
movement  of  the  nineteenth  century,  organ 
music  not  only  flourished  in  Reform  syna¬ 
gogues,  but  also  brought  new  meaning  to  our 
ancient  prayers  in  moderately  liberal  (neolog) 
congregations  that  were  the  forerunners  of 
Conservative  synagogues. 

So  why  then  has  the  Orthodox  world 
never  accepted  this?  The  playing  of  instru¬ 
ments  on  Shabbat  and  Festivals  has  continued 
to  be  forbidden  as  part  of  the  ban  dating  back 
to  the  destruction  of  the  Temple.  Many  obser¬ 
vant  Conservative  Jews  today,  wishing  to 
increase  observance  in  their  own  lives,  look 
to  the  style  of  Orthodox  synagogues  as  they 
are  now  —  many  of  which  have  abandoned 
much  sacred  tradition  in  dropping  choirs, 
Hazzanut  and  even  sacred  nusach  (traditional) 
prayer  modes  —  as  their  model  of  authenticity. 

Are  we  Conservative  Jews  really  still 
mourning  the  destruction  of  the  Temple?
